Mr. Salisbury is often recognized for his role as an inspiring educational leader when it comes to teaching, ath 
letics, and administration. His teaching career began in 1961 at Smithfleld Memorial Junior High School (whicl 
has since become Old County Road School) teaching English, Social Studies, and Science, and shortly afterwards 
Mr. Salisbury became a Guidance Counselor, a position which he held for fifteen years. He was Athletic Directo 
from 1967 to 1974 and founded the Smithfleld High Athletic Booster Club in 1967. Some of his accomplishment 
in sports include his many coaching jobs such as Junior High Basketball (1965), Junior High Baseball (196c 
1965), Junior Varsity Basketball (1966), Junior Varsity Baseball (1966), Varsity Baseball (1967-1986), and Varsit; 
Cross Country (1977-1980). Mr. Salisbury began interscholastic baseball in Smithfleld coaching the first Junia 
High team, the first Junior Varsity team, and the first Varsity Baseball team. In 1969, he organized and coachei 
the Latin American Good Will Tour which played in Guatemala and Santo Domingo in 1969. 

In 1982 Mr. Salisbury went from Guidance Counselor to Vice Principal, bringing law and order to Smithfieli 
High School after the tumultuous 70’s. He remained Vice Principal for seven years, and in 1989 he became Princi 
pal of Smithfleld High School until his retirement in July of 1997. During his administration, he established ant 
maintained many programs at the high school such as the Word of the Day Program and the Senior Oratorica 
Contest. He produced over 600 assemblies over a fifteen year span, and has been a Motivational Speaker at vari 
ous high schools, and a Guest Lecturer at several educational institutions such as Providence College, Rhode Is 
land College, and Stonehill College. 

Mr. Salisbury has worked under Superintendents Raymond LaPerche, John K. Boyle, David Reilly, Richart 
Lynch and Diane DiSanto, as well as Principals Vincent Gallagher, Charles Bresnahan, and Henry Shepard. Hii 
Vice Principals include Kathryn Crowley, James Dunn, and John Lelli. 

When asked about his plans after retirement, Mr. Salisbury responded “ ... to dabble in some teaching, som 
coaching, some officiating, some motivational speaking, some travel, some leisure time, and maybe even some po 
itics.”
